Politicians Heading States 


Into Bankruptcy, Says 


Flynn 


NEW YORK.-John T. Flynn. noted 


economist and political commentator 
Friday warned that several states arc 
plunging headlong 
into bankruptcy 


through maintenance of Old ARC As'- 
ristance systems ridden with graft and 
inefficiency. 


Writing in Collier's, Flynn charged 


that in Missouri, Ohio, Oklahoma, Tex- 
as, Illinois and Colorado, the Old Aye 
Assistance—or pension—funds and fa- 
cilities are being so misused by politic- 
ians seeking to curry favor with the 
public in order to promote their pn- 
liitcal ambitions that the issue has as- 
sumed the proportions of a national 
scandal. Launching a bitter attack on 
the men who are using the pension 
systems, for the express purpose of get- 
ling votes at any price, Flynn de- 
clared: 


"The tt'hdle tiling has become just 


another plum tree f u l l of little plums 
lor little people loo old to vole. The 
beneficiaries of this scandalous mis- 
use of public funds are the chiselers 
wh egci nn the rolls without right. The 
victims are the worthy old i>eoplc who 
have t obe satisfied with inadequate 
pensions so that there will be enough 
lor the politicians to hand around to 
the ineligible.-;." 


Flynn pointed mi! that the Old Age 


Tension systems as they are presently 
constituted are nut to be confused with 
tho S'.,cial Security plan. The 
Old 


Ago Pension .\yslems are controlled by 
.•'late agencies and were designed to 
supply aid to (hose who were too old 
.H the time of the passage of the Social 
Security Act to benefit by it. 


Flynn asserted that the most gro- 


tesque aspect <if the "pension" propo- 
sition is that many public officials are 
fully aware thai they are stt-ei ing then 
Mates toward insolvency through reck- 
less expenditure of vast Minis of mon- 
ey, yet they continually seek lu aug- 
ment the rebel' rull.-, w i t h ineligible.-;, 
and at the same time urge drastic 
legislation lo make monthly benefits 
Higher. This practice, he .s.ud. is all 
part of their scheme to consolidate 
tluir vole-gelling poweis and extend 
their patronage. Referring to the pen- 
sion system in Missouri as being near- 
ly typical of tlie worst offenders, he 
said:

Red Still Dropping 


Red river at Fulton continued to drop 


Friday, despite recent heavy rains and 
a government forecast of from 30 to 31 
feet within the next three or four 
days. 


The stream fell more than a foot 


overnight and was at a stage of 26.7 
feet at 7 a. m.

Rest Is the Best Remedy For Mental Fatigue 


(No. 
4M) 


Mental fatigue may result from a 


great many different causes. It may 
result from overwork from a mental 
point of view, but incidentally also in 
association with overwork of a physi- 
cal character. Because of the complex 
character of the mind, it may also be 
the result of what is called boredom 
In addition, there may be mental fa- 
tigue cjue to intoxication of the brain 
as the result of overuse of a substance 
like alcohol or drugs. 


There are certain activities whicl 


seem particularly to bring about fa- 
tigue, whereas there are other forms 
ct mental activity which seem to go 
on indefinitely without disturbing U5. 
It is possible to lire out the sense ot 
hearing by a continuous shrill noise 
but we would be able to listen almost 
indefinitely to soft, sweet music. 


It is possible to concentrate for cer- 


tain lengths of time upon certain kinds 
of work, but sooner or bter then 
conies a moment when it is simply im 
possible to continue. In such an in 
stance, a change of occupation may 
permit rest during which the fatigue 
from the previous occupation will dLs 
appear. 


Scientifically, it is possible to meas- 


ure the output of work and to ahov, 
that the output steadily diminisht; 
during the period when fatigue is de- 
veloping. There are some people who 
insist that they never feel mentafiy 
fatigued, and there are other people 
who seem to be mentally tired all the 
time. These conditions are apparenty 


associated witlh the character or con- 
stitution of the person concerned. 


Incidentally, even those dynamic in- 


dividuals who never seem to be men- 
tally tired may suddenly reach a mo- 
ment when any mental activity what- 
ever will snap the equilibrium and re- 
sult in something resembling a break- 
down. Mental breakdown, however, 
seldom occurs from mental overwork, 
but much more often from overstrtss 
on certain emotions. 


There is one remedy that is import- 


ant for mental, as well as for all fa- 
tigue, and that is rest. The taking of 
stimulating drugs like caffeine or ben- 
zedrine will overcome mental fatigue. 
The use of such agents is, however, 
like whipping a tired horse. The tak- 
ing of food i.s not a cure for mental 
fatigue. It places extra stress on the 
organs of the body associated with di- 
gestion and absorption. 


The one prime method of treatment 


'or rntntal fatigue is rest. That mean: 
•est from work, if it is work that ha; 
jaused fatigue; rest from emotional 
•xcitement, if that has been respon- 
ible; rest from athletics a/id play, if 
here has been too much of that. 
An alternate- is, ot course, a change 
f work or a change of play, but it 
nust be remembered that while Ihit 
nay lessen the stress on that particular 
portion of the brain involved in tht 
-nental fatigue du eto monotony or 
ooredom, it calls on other portions of 
the brain, bringing about more gen- 
eral fatigue.

Text: Mnrk 8:27-38

Our lesson gives us nn Intimate pic- 


ture of Jesus in contact with His dis- 
eiplt'.s-. but already it is n picture in 
which the dark shadow of the im- 
pending tragedy of the cross is shown, 
which, as yet, the disciples were un- 
prepared to understand. 


Jesus had sent His disciples forth 


preaching in the villages, and now as 
Ho was journeying: with them, He ask- 
ed them what the peoplo were say- 
ing about Him. We m;iy he sure 
that Jesus did not ask the question 
.simply because He wanted to know 
the popular gossip concerning Him- 
self. 
He evidently had the deeper 


purpose of desiring to know what was 
in the people's minds, and possibly of 
discovering how wisely and efficiently 
the disciples had .spoken concerning 
Him. 


When they reported 
that 
some 


thought that He was a great prophet 
returned to earth, cither the recently- 
martyred John (he Baptist, or the 
t-'reat prophet, Elijah, Jesus challeng- 
ed the disciples vary strongly. He j 
said, "Who say ye that I am?" Peter, 
always very ready, answered, "Thou 
arc the Christ." 


For some reason, Jesus told them 


that they should not tell others of this. 
Perhaps He felt that the time had not 
yet come for such a plain message 
concerning Himself. Perhaps Ho felt 
that the people could only misunder- 
stand and be disappointed, because He 
.'.ufcgcslcd that the 
Messiah's 
role 


might not be that of fame and glory, 
but rather that of service through suf- 
fering. 


This would seem so from the record, 


for we are told that Jesus began to 
teach them that He must suffer many 
things-, be rejected 
by the 
elders, 


chief priests, and scribes, be killed, 
and after three days rise again — just 
as it all happened in the days of the 
crucifixion and resurrection. 


Jesus rightly estimated how such 


teaching would be received by the 
people, for Peter immediately began 
to rebuke Jesus, assuring Him that 
no such thing would happen.

surpassed. I believe, in only one place, 
a county in Oklahoma where five peo- 
ple out of every four—five out of every 
four—are getting pensions." 


Flynn said that the issue is becom- 


ing of increasing importance in every 
state in the Union because "every lit- 
tle politician in the state climbs, if he 
has the slightest chance, on this tawdry 
band wagon." 


The article suggests that the Old 


Age Pension systems throughout the 
country should be the subject of a 
.sweeping 
government 
investigation. 


And Flynn flatly stales that the relief 
and pension and subsidy laws must be 
"severely dissociated from politics, 
committed to the administration of 
civil service staffs of trained workers, 
and along with this there must be some 
sane and reasonable consideration of 
the appalling financial problems in- 
volved in these plans."

In later years shipments in Arkan- 


sas, Mississippi, and Alabama of the
